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The  i mpropri  eti  es  in  high  places  have  given  me  considerable 
concern.  There  seems  to  be  an  abundance  of  misdeeds,  Water- 
gate type  dishonesty  has  reached  ep.idemic  proportions  and  is 
spreading  all  over  the  country.  The  case  of  Richard  Picker 
of  Albertson,  New  York  is  a glowing  example.  Mr.  Picker's 
case  containing  colonial  coins  was  placed  in  security  at  the 
ANA  Convention  in  Washington  DtC„  in  August,  1971,  when  he 
called  for  his  case  it  was  found  to  be  missing.  There  is  now 
a -135,000  lav/  suit  filed  in  this  instance,  no  one  is  willing 
to  acceptthe  responsibility  of  this  loss. 

We  are  receiving. complaints  in  our  office  of  dealers,  who 
misrepresent  their  merchandise  by  misgrading  and  over  pricing. 
Complaints  have  also  come  in,  that  some  dealers  do  not  refund 
the  money  to  dissatisfied  customers. 


Never  before  has  it  been  so  important  to  stress  honesty.  When 
greed  and  dishonesty  enter  a hobby,  it  ruins  the  hobby’  for 
every  one.  I have  always  admired  the  policy  of  Lou  Werner. 

Lou  is  known  all  over  the  United  States  as  "Money  Back  Werner. 
Thi. s type  of  policy  makes  for  good  friends  and  satisfied  cus- 
tomers. Years  ago  v/hen  1 first  met  Lou  1 was  impressed  with 
his  slogan  and  I adopted  it  for  my  own  business  (the  whole- 
sale electrical  supply  business)  ever  since.  It  really  has 
paid  off.  I have  never  had  a dissatisfied  customer,  that  I 
know  of,  and  I always  sleep  well  at  night. 


I hope  that  you  will  pardon  the  personal  reference.  I merely 
stated  it  in  the  hope  that  all  of  our  members  and  dealers 
would  adopt  that  slogan  as  their  own.  It  would  certainly 
help  to  make  our  hobby  a most  enjoyable  one.

I doubt,  if  any  other  lodge  has  such  a surviving  item.  I am  heart 
sick  as  I wanted  my  Lodge  to  eventually  have  this  item.  I know  I 
lost  less  than  most  collectors,  but  the  watch  can  never  be  replaced.

One  from  the  I969D  F/3  and  the  other  from  the  L/C.  . I also  have  a 
i eport  on  a third,  which  is  in  another  collector's  possession.  If  any 

0f  y™s!?ould  any  more  of  these  notes,  please  let  me  know  about  it 

so  that  I can  get  the  information  to  all  of  the  other  collectors  out 
there^  Please  do  this  by  sending  at  least  two  samples  for  permanent 
retention.  Just  a joke  of  course,  but  I do  collect  and  would  like  to 
get  some  of  these  notes  for 'my  sets.  Thanks  again  to  those  who  sent 
me  the  notes  for  this  report. 


Come  other  interesting  material,  the  L/D  notes  have  appeared  and  I 
have  notes  as  high  as  L09/D  right  now,  the  E/D  should  appear  soon  and 
so  should  the  C-/D  and  maybe  the  F/D  and  the  A/C,  C/C.  D/C  and  B/E. 
Say,  all  you  North  East  Collectors,  where  are  the  A/*'S  and  B/*S?’and 
also  the  I/^'s?  Still  have  not  shown  up  along  with  the  69B  I/*fs 

Again  for  the  COPE  Collectors,  enclosed  with  this  writing  is  the 
latest  official  listing  of  the  serial  ranges  for  the  Cope  series  as 
of  the  date  that  I received  them  on  March  15,  1974.  Hope  that  they 
help,  I have  recently  seen  several  other  listings  of  these  figures 
and  they  do  not  agree  with  this  one  as  received  from  the  Bureau  of 
Engravi ng  and  Printing. 


Since  it  may  slip. by  some  collectors,  the  official  figures  show  that 
for  the  ”B"  District  ending  of  the  cope  run  ended  on  an  unusual 
number  for  the  I969D  B/C  block,  instead  of  ending  on  B99  840  000C  as 
usual,  they  ended  at  B99  200  000C,  which  gave  us  some  extra  conven- 
tional notes  to  look  for  this  time,  instead  of  160  000  notes,  we  can 
hunt  for  some  800  000  notes.

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MILITARY  PAYMENT  CERTIFICATES

Here  is  a challenge  to  the  serious  Numismatists  view  point  as  to 
what  her  or  his  idea  constitutes  the  term  of  currency. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  fields  of  collecting  Numismatic  material 
to  come  into  it's  own  rights  today,  is  in  the  category  of  assembling 
Military  payment  certificates,  (M.P.C'S)  and  researching  the  history 
of  this  beautiful  and  historic  form  of  United  States  currency.  No 
otherMilitary  currency  has  been  used  consistantly  for  so  many  years. 

To  some  exhibitors  in  the  United  States,  this  new  field  of  "Ii.P.C." 
collecting  is  new  and  without  a doubt  there  are  collectors  who  don't 
know  just  what  we  mean  by  the  term  used  as  M.P.C.  I'm  aware  and 
sure  those  who  are  exhibitors  know  the  terminology  for  military 
currency  in  so  much  as  the  term  applies,  but  what  I'm  talking  about 
is  a Military  currency  that  in  some  respect  is  more  difficult  to 
assemble  a complete  set  of  the  thirteen  (13)  series  of  notes  than 
the  Federal  Reserve  notes.  A'  collector  can  do  it  though,  if  not 
with  all  the  denominations  of  series,  but  say  they  strive  to  try  to 
secure  one  or  several  notes  of  a given  series.  Possibly  one  note  of 
each  series. 

When  we  think  of  U.S,  currency  our  first  impression  we  get,  is  that 
of  our  Federal  Reserve  notes,  coins,  or  money  of  past  years.  This  is- 
true  thinking  to  a certain  degree,  but  doesn't  hold  up  in  a general 
sense.  All  dictionaries  give  a terminology  and  Webster's  seventh 
edition  states  a true  fact  just  what  the  meaning  is  for  currency. 

Quote:  "Often  attributed  to  I-As  circulation  as  a medium  of  exchange. 

I - B:  general  use  or  acceptance.  2 - A:  something  that  is  in  cir- 
culation as  a medium  of  exchange  including  coin,  government  notes 
and  bank  notes.  2-  Bs  paper  money  in  circulation." 

Paper  money  collectors  in  the  United  States  often  disagree  whether 
military  payment  certificates  (M.P.C'S)  should  be  in  the  same  class 
as  U.S.  currency  or  as  occupation  script.  As  to  what  any  one  person 
terms  M.P.C'S.  to  be,  is  solely  a matter  of  one's  own  knowledge  of 
the  subject.  With  the  clear  understanding  each  of  us  have  and  what 
is  meant  by  the  accepted  terminology  of  currency  - isn't  this  Military 
form  of  money  truely  currency  with  it's  value  guaranteed  by  our 
Government  at  the  United  States  bases  overseas. 

New  trends  of  thought  are  somewhat  elusive  to  comprehend,  but  to 
each  one  who  received  their  wages  in  the  Armed  Forces  during  all  the 
wars  and  occupation  of  countries  where  we  were  fighting  and  occupy- 
ing since  the  end  of  World  War  II  and  up  to  November  19,  1973  in  So. 
Korea,  Military  Payment  Certificates  were  hard  earned  currency.  This 
type  of  money  was  very  real  currency  in  every  sense  and  had  buying 
power  for  all  our  Armed  Forces  in  our  overseas  bases  for  service  and 
material  goods.  M.P.C. 'S.,  was  backed  by  our  Government  the  same  as 
our  Federal  Reserve  Notes  were.  The  difference  being  only  in  the  fact 
that  the  Military  Currency  was  backed  only  at  our  bases  overseas. 

To  tell  a complete  history  of  these  meaningful  currency  notes  would 
take  miles  of  words,  but  this  writer  will  in  a small  way  to  effective- 
ly try  to  enlighten  and  broaden  your  knowledge  of  this  beautiful  and 
meaningful  form  of  United  States  currency  of  the  military  type.

Tw°  maj°r  threats  to  the  M.P.C.  system  were  large  counterfeit  opera- 
ons  and  leakage  of  large  amounts  of  this  currency  into  the  local 
economy.  In  order  to. safeguard  against  these  hazards  new  series 
changes  were  made  at  irregular  intervals  on  short  notice..  The  end' 

result  of  these  switches  left  the  hoarders  and  counterfeiters  with 
stacks  of  worthless  paper.

more  scarce;  such  as  although  we  might  know  the  total  printing  of  a 
s -jes,  we  would  not  know  how  many  were  lost,  redeemed  or  exchanged 
for  the  newer  series  that  is  replacing  it  and  as  expected  the  higher 
denominations  are  the  scarcest  ones  to  locate  mainly  due  to  the  fact 
most  service  men  could  not  afford  these  M.P.C's.  as  souvenirs.  Also 
notes  o the  higher  denominations  were  printed. 


farther  back  than  that. 

a challenge  than  any_  other 
factors  tend  to  make  them  much 
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Today  Military  Payment  Certificate  collectors  probably  number  in  the 
thousands  with  our  lists  of  new  M.P.C,  Numismatists  increasing  at  a 
steady  pace.  We  are  a modest  group  and  we lcome  new  members  in  a 
club  who  has  no  club  dues,  but  we  all  extend  a helping  hand  of  friend- 
ship and  knowledge  of  our  hobby  to  others. 

Like  the  Star  (*)  Federal  Reserve  Notes,  a replacement  note  would  be 
printed  for  those  that  had  imperfections.  Replacement  Military  Notes 
had  a prefix  letter  before  the  serial  number,  but  no  suffix  letter 
after  the  number. 

In  summary  of  my  article  I mention  to  each  of  you  who  are  serious  Nu- 
mismatists, the  assembling  of  a complete  set  of  Military  Payment 
Certificates  is  a great  challenge  and  one  you  all  would  find  exciting 
and  rewarding  to  strive  for.  Some  collectors  go  for  the  smaller  de- 
nominations of  50  through  the  dollar  series  of  notes.  Their  money 
outlay  isn't  so  great.  Others  try  for  one  note  of  each  series.  Others 
for  complete  series  sets. 

This  wonderful  type  of  United  States  currency,  but  of  the  Military 
series  type  can  be  located.  Of  course  the  smaller  denominations 
are  more  easily  found  and  the  larger  notes  are  the  ones  hard  to  locate. 
They  too,  can  he  located  in  time  so  this  in  turn  gives  one  more  of  a 
goal  towards  working  for  a end  result  completing  these  notes. 

The  valuation  of  what  currency  is  defined  to  mean,  gives  heart  to 
many  of  us  Military  Payment  Certificate  collectors.  It  is  a histori- 
cal type  of  currency  and  should  be  spoken  as  United  States  currency 
and  not  just  script  or  other  titled  words  that  are  applied  to  it. 

We  have  used  this  type  of  military  money  for  27  years  and  like  older 
issues  of  currency  of  the  past,  also  we re  retired  after  serving  their 
purpose. 

It  is  this  writer's  hope  there  is  some  merit  in  the  facts  I've  put 
forth  concerning  Military  Payment  Certificats  and  their  being  recogni- 
zed as  United  States  Currency,  but  of  the  Military  type. 

Just  a constructive  thought.  I'm  sure  there  are  many  collectors  who 
have  currency,  coins,  tokens,  chits  and  other  Military  Numismatic 
material  that  would  make  interesting  and  worth  while  exhibits. 

Wouldn't  a classification  with  categories  for  exhibiting  military 
material  be  in  order  for  exhibiting  a display  at  our  local  coin  shows 
and  the  State  Conventions?  This  could  be  listed  as  follows?

His  friends  called  him  "Os-Kotchee " , an  Indian  name  meaning  "Big 
3elly".  They  admired  and  trusted  him  dealing  away  most  of  their  land 
through  treaties  which  he  negotiated  during  his  appointment  as 
Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  United  States.  During  his 
tenure,  he  was  involved  in  the  negotiation  of  no  less  than  nineteen 
treaties:  It  has  been  estimated  that,  through  these  treaties,  the 

United  States  obtained  title  to  approximately  one  quarter  of  the 
present  states  of  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan  and  Wisconsin. 

Lewis  Cass  was  born  in  Exeter,  N.H, , on  October  9>  1782  to  Mary  and 
Jonathon  Cass.  He  attended  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  with  classmate*  and 
good  friend  Daniel  Webster,  who  once  spoke  of  Cass  as  a "clever  . 
fellow,  good  nature! , kind  hearted,  amiable  and  obliging".  Settling 
in  Ohio  after  graduation  he  helped  construct  a log  cabin  on  his 
father’s  property,  which  he  had  acauired  through  a land  grant  as  a 
result  of  service  to  the  country.  Cass  lived  here  with  his  family 
and  set  up  a law  practice  in  Marietta,  Ohio.  It  was  in  1806  that  he 
met  and  married  his  life  long  partner  Mary  Elizabeth  Spencer.  Legend 
has  it  that  while  Cass  and  his  family  resided  in  Michigan  he  named  a 
lake  after  his  wife  while  on  a buggy  ride  they  came  upon  a group  of 
small  lakes  and  stopping  briefly  Lewis  named  the  first  one  Elizabeth 
after  his  wife,  another  Cass  after  and  in  honor  of  the  family  name 
and  still  another  Middle  Straits.  Shortly  after  his  marriage  Cass 
and  his  new  bride  built  their  own  log  cabin  on  a portion  of  his 
father's  land  and  resided  here  while  he  practiced  law  and  served  on 
the  Ohio  Legislature. 

When  he  was  appointed  to  become  Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan 
he  and  his  wife,  now  two  daughters  and  a son,  Lewis  Cass  Jr.,  moved  to 
Detroit,  Michigan.  Here  they  occupied  a large  home,  which  was  be- 
lieved to  be  built  by  the  founder  of  Detroit,  Antoine  Cadillac,  for 
a Huron  Indian  Chief  and  his  people  at  a time  when  Cadillac  v/as  at- 
tempting to  build  forces  using  Indians  as  soldiers.  Pie  later  built  a 
permanent  home  on  present  day  Fort  Street  in  Detroit.  Cass  had  a 
great  deal  of  faith  in  Detroit  and  purchased  a very  large  farm  from 
General  Alexander  Macomb  consisting  of  five  hundred  acres  for  the 
purchase  price  of  $12,000.00. 

This  land  was  to  pay  him  a rich  return.  Now  in  the  heart  of  Detroit, 
the  farm  was  ultimately  divided  into  lots  and  sold  over  a period  of 
time  for  an  estimated  total  amount  of  $750,000.00.  It  made  Cass  a 
rich  man  before  his  death. 

Cass's  deep  interest  and  close  dealings  with  the  Indian  tribes  re- 
sulted in  the  manufacturing  of  many  lasting  friendships.  His  home  v/as 
once  said  to  contain  a vast  amount  of  artifacts  and  relics,  which  he 
had  received  as  gifts  from  the  Indians.  It  might  be  supposed  that  the 
Indians  would  feel  deeply  antagonistic  toward  a man  who  v/as  directly 
responsible  for  depriving  them  of  such  a large  portion  of  their  hunt- 
ing lands  Evidence  showed  that  the  Indians  were  extremely  fond  of 
Cass  and  regarded  him  as  a friend.  He  knew  them  well  and  was  once 
called  upon  to  identify  an  Indian,  who  had  died  at  the  Battle  of 
Thames.  Cass  came  and  only  to  identify  the  body  of  Tecumseh. 
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Cass  died  in  1^66  in  Detroit,  Michigan.  Though  he  served  Ohio, 
Michigan  will  always  consider  claim  to  him  as  their  native  son.  He 
designed  the  state  seal  and  wrote  the  state  motto  * Si  Quaeris  Penin- 
sulam  Amoenam,  Circumspice  (If  you  want  to  see  a beautiful  peninsula, 
look  around  you).  He  was  the  organizer  of  the  original  Histci  ■ "?al 
Society  of  Michigan.  If  we  are  to  look  around  this  penisula  s 'e  may 
find  the  many  tributes  we  have  placed  in  an  effort  to  perpetu-r  e his 
name.  Cities  and  towns  are  named  after  him  (Cass  and  Cassopol  s, 
Michigan.  Schools  Lewis  Cass  Elementary  School-Livonia,  Michigan, 
Cass  Technical  High  School  in  Detroit,  Michigan.  Streets-  Cass  Ave. , 
Detroit  and  Mt,  Clemens,  Michigan  and  possibly  one  in  your  hom^  town, 
if  you  live  in  Michigan.  Numerous  plaou.es,  statues  and  build.  '~s  in- 
cluding one  which  helps  form  the  capital  complex  in  Lansing,  i ohi- 
gan.  Still  better  his  pi.cture  may  be  found  engraved  on  the  following

IT  PAYS  TO  BROWSE  THRU  ANTIQUE  SHOPS

A Few  years  ago  we  were  browsing  in  an  Antiaue  Shop,  while  on  vaca- 
tion in  South  Carolina.  I had  selected  a piece  of  colonial  currency 
to  add  to  my  collection  and  was  looking  thru  some  autograph  material 
and  noticed  a handwritten  letter  addressed  to  President  Buchanan  from 
the  Chief  Justice  of  Vermont.  This  in  itself  was  of  no  real  impor- 
tance, but  when  examining  the  contents  I discovered  that  it  was  the 
letter  of  introduction  S.  3.  Colby  carried  when  he  went  to  'Washington. 

Collectors  of  Fractional  Currency  will  be  nuick  to  recognize  him  as 
signer  of  many  notes  in  the  later  fractional  series,  as  Register 
of  the  Treasury. 

After  returning  home  I prepared  a frame  for  a Coin  Show  exhibit  using 
the  letter,  some  different  notes  that  Colby  had  personally  signed,  a 
couple  strips  of  three  and  five  cent  notes  and  a piece  of  CSA  water- 
marked paper  (used  for  printing  part  of  the  fractional  series).  The 
exhibit  had  several  favorable  comments  and  if  any  of  our  members 
would  care  to  use  the  letter  in  an  exhibit  for  their  show  I would 
gladly  loan  it  for  a reasonable  period  of  time.  It  is  difficult  to 
create  entries  that  are  different  and  some  thing  such  as  this  can 
give  a frame  an  unioue  ouality.

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ULTRAVIOLET  LIGHT  OBSERVATIONS  BY  A STAMP  COLLECTOR 

Here  are  a few  points  that  may  be  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the 
PMC  PI.  Being  a stamp  collector,  it  was  necessary  to  have  an  ultra- 
violet. light  for  issues  of  modern  times.  With  this  light  I had  been 
checking  currency  as  I get  it  and  to  date  nothing  has  had  any  flo- 
rescence until  I just  received  some  notes  in  trade  from  New  York 
District,  Series  I969D,  block  letter  B - D and  these  have  a definite 
glow.  Serial  numbers  I have  are  around  B137579004D.  This  may  throw 
a new  touch  into  this  field,  particularly  if  the  same  series  should 
show  up  on  regular  paper.  That  would  mean  conventional , COPE  Notes 
and  regular  and  florescent  paper. 

Another  point  I just  noticed  is  the  Motto,  "In  God  We  Trust"' on  the 
backs  of  the  *1.00  Silver  Certificates.  All  the  books  I see  just 
mention  one  var.iety  of  this  for  all  Silver  Certificates  and  FRN. 
Actually  there  are'  two  different.  The  1935G  and  H Silver  Certificates 
with  motto,  are  28|-  mm.  long  and  a larger  space  between  the  motto  and 
the  scrolls  above  it.  While  the  1957 » A and  B Silver  Certificates 
and  FRN  are  29i  mm.  long  and  space  between  motto  and  scrolls  is 
smaller.  The  back  plate  numbers  on  the  1935  G and  H series  run  in 
the  GOOO’s  and  did  not  start  over  with  plate  1 when  the  motto  was 
added.,  With  series  1957. ..the  back  plate  number  was  starred  over  with 
No.  1 and  are  carried  on'thru  to  the  Current'' notes.  - • 

I hope  this  information  may  -be  of  interest  to  Rag  Pickers.

IS  THERE  A ^2  BILL  IN  YOUR  FUTURE?  by  Jonathan  Braun. 

Bring  back  the  two-dollar  bill! 

The  crv  is  not  exactly  sweeping  the  country,  but  among  those  who  hope 
it  will  are  a Democratic  Congresswoman,  a Republican  Congressman  and 
the  man  who  prints  America's  money,  James  A.  Conlon,  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing. 

Tt  is  Conlon  who  is  most  eager  to  revive  the  funny  old  "unlucky''  two- 
dollar  bill,  which  the  Treasury  discontinued  in  i960.  "We  could  sa^e 
nearly  .*4  million  each  year,"  says  Conlon,  by  printing  400  million 
two-dollar  bills  --  at  roughly  a penny  apiece  --  instead  of  600 
million  ones. 

"The  matter  is  now  under  joint  consideration  by  the  Treasury  and  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board,"  Conlon  adds.  "Of  course,  there  is  some  real 
concern  over  whether  or  not  the  public  will  accept  two-dollar  bills 
and  that's  really  the  key." 

Concern  over  public  acceptance  is  understandable,  since  the  chief 
reason  for  the  demise  of  the  old  two-dollar  bill  was  its  widespread 
unpopularity.  Actually,  in  their  last  year  of  issuance,  more  than 
half  the  twos  were  sitting  in  bank  vaults?  and  even  though  they  never 
accounted  for  more  than  one-third  of  one  per  cent  of  the . total  paper 
currency,  the  government  finally  conc3.uded  that  it  was  simply  a 
waste  to  go  on  printing  unwanted  money. 


Why  was  the  two-dollar  bill  so  unpopular?  Undoubtedly,  a major  factor 
was  a belief  that  it  brought  bad  luck.  No  one  is  sure  how  the  super- 
stition began,  but  one  of  the  most  colorful  explanations  goes  back  to 
the  davs  when  crooked  politicians  bribed  voters  at  two  bucks  a head. 
Possession  of  a "twospot",  0 s it  was  known,  was  generally  considered 
proof  that  a man  had  sold  his  vote.  Also,  the  twos  were  some  times 
mistaken  for  ones  — and  were  thus  unlucky  in  a very  practical  sense. 

"An  Old  Wives'  Tale".  "It's  an  old  wives'  tale",  says  Conlon. 

"There's  no  reason  a two  .should  be  mistaken  for  a one  any  more  t an 
a five,  ten  or  twenty.  The  two  probably  wasn't  popular,  i ecause  it 
was  so  scarce  --  and  anytime  something  is  statistically  scarce  it 
becomes  an  oddity  and  is  treated  accordingly. 

However,  one  opponent  of  the  two-dollar  bill . says,  on  the  contrary, 
that  as  with  the  four-leaf  clover  — a "statistically  scarce  item 
can  be  considered  downright  lucky.  Besides,  reason  critics  - includ- 
ing some  from  the  Federal  Reserve,  which  is  responsible  for _ circulat- 
ing currency  — even  if  the  twos  are  printed  in  great  quantity,  how 
can  we  be  certain  the  old  "unlucky"  superstition  will  die  out? 

So  far,  there  has  been  one  indication  of  how  the  public  might  react. 

In  response  to  a recent  newspaper  item  on  the  two-dollar  bill,  the 
Treasury  received  more  than  $00  letter  s - with  the  overwhelming 
majority  in  favor  of  re-issuance.  A payroll  clerk,  for  instance, 
supported  the  idea  because  he  wants  to  spend  less  time  counting  money. 
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And  an  obviously  affluent  10  year  old  boy  wrote  that  he'd  welcome  the 
twos  because,  "I'm  tired  of  carrying  around  a fat  wallet." 

Storekeepers  Opposed.  The  negative  letters  were  largely  from  store- 
keepers. "It's  easy  to  see  why,”  explained  Gil  Nadalin  of  the  National 
Cash  Register  Company.  "The  two-dollar  bill  has  always  been  a problem 
for  storekeepers,  because  every  conventional  American  cash  register 
is  built  with  three  cash "slots--  for  ones,  fives  and  a slot  shared  by 
tens  and  twenties.  There's  really  no  room  for  the  two." 

At  least  one  Congressman  believes  it  may  be  time  to  make  room.  Rep. 
victor  V.  Vevsey  (R. , Calif. ) has  introduced  a bill  that  would  au- 
thorize the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  issue  a two-dollar  bill 
bearing  a portrait  of  Susan  B.  Anthony,  the  legendary  suffragette 
leader . 

Bella  Abzug's  View.  Rep  Bella  Abzug  (D. , N.Y.),  an  outspoken  champion 
of  women's  rights,  supports  the  plan,  adding,  however,  that  "women 
are  really  past  the  two-dollar  bill  stage. " If  anything,  she  contends, 
a woman  should  be  on  a ten-dollar  bill. 

For  a while,  at  least,  the  two-dollar  bill  will  probably  remain  in 
some  kind  of  limbo.  Of  course,  if  there  is  a large  enough  outpouring 
of  public  support,  it  could  theoretically  become  a reality  within  a 
year.  "It  could  catch  on,"  says  Joe  Franklin,  the  New  York  television 
and  radio  personality  who  pioneered  the  national  nostalgia  craze  with 
his  "Memory  Lane"  series.  "If  old  movies,  old  music  and  old  clothing 
could  become  popular  again  --  why  not  old  money?" 

Why  not  indeed?  Besides,  what  can  you  buy  w ith  a dollar  bill  these 
days? 

DO  UNTO  OTHERS  AS  YOU  WOULD  HAVE  THEM  DO  TO  YOU 

The  gripes  from  members  in  the  last  two  Rag  Pickers,  about  not  helping 
others  with  needed  notes  - made  me  feel  guilty  enough  to  respond  to  a 
few  of  the  ads  in  the  last  issue.  It  isn't  that  we  don't  want  to 
help  others,  but  it  does  take  time  to  check  out  some  one  else’s  par- 
ticular wants  with  onefe  own  inventory,  plus  writing  a letter  to  offer 
the  notes,  another  letter  to  settle  the  trade  and  then  mailing  the 
notes,  also  making  a trip  to  the  safety  deposit  box. 

If  there  is  no  bonus  offered,  or  at  least  postage  refunded,  one  soon 
has  30  to  50  cents  loss  for  his  trouble.  Besides  the  time  involved, 
the  actual  expense  may  be  a factor  in  readers  not  responding  to  ads, 
especially  for  just  one  note. 

Just  to  keep  the  record  clear,  I'd  like  to  put  in  my  two  cents’  worth 
about  my  FMCM  regular  trademates:  each  one  is  fair,  thoughtful  and 
generous.'  They  ucn' fc  seem  to  need  an  extra  letter  to  say  "thank  you" 
and  don't  mind"  waitirg  for  a trade  until  I can  get  the  notes  they  want. 

I think  they  know  how  much  I appreciate  them  --  and  this  letter  will 
confirm  my  feelings  and  my  thanks. 

Yes,  I've  had  some  notes  lost  in  the  mail  and  have  sent  SASE's  and 
never  got  a reply,  but  those  few  bad  experiences  have  not  kept  my 
husband  and  me  from,  being  happy  collectors  and  Rag  Pickers.  Wc  are 
fortunate  in  havin"  wonderful  trademates.  Best  Wishes  B.K.K. 
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ARE  YOU  A DISTRICT  NUMBER  COLLECTOR? 

A District  Number  Collector  is  one  who  collects  the  last  two  end  inf/ 
numbers,  the  same  as  the  District  Number. 

For  District  1,  the  ending  is  01  for  District  2,  the  ending  is  02  and 
so  on.  In  my  District,  Kansas  City  #10,  the  ending  is  10,  11th  Dis- 
trict 11,  12th  District  the  end  number  is  12.  (Personally  I find  the 
numbers  10 , 11  and  12  more  difficult  to  look  for  in  trying  to  aid 
other  collectors.' 

The  number  of  District  Note  Collectors  is  not  large,  but  each  would 
gain,  if  a District  Collectors  list  was  published  in  PMCM  regularly 
every  f our  (?)  months.  I say  four  months,  because  few  collectors  take 
the  time  to  add  "additional  collectors"  when  their  name  is  published. 
The  reference  list  would  always  be  up-to-date. 

The  list  would  assist  in  trading  between  such  collectos  who  would 
probably  exchange  between  themselves  at  series  for  series?  possibly 
in  the  earlier  series,  such  as  1963 , where  the  blocks  vary  in  current 
prices  from  152. 00  to  -9.60.00,  this  might  not  be  considered  a fair 
exchange.  However,  all  such  collectors  would  be  assisted  by  traders, 
such  as  myself.  J place  all  district  notes  in  a separate  file.  I sent 
out  about  ten  notes  to  a district  collector,  who  had  just  begun  that 
type  of  collecting.  That  was  about  three  weeks  ago  and  since  then  I 
have  an  additional  eighteen  district  notes  going  back  to  I963A. 

I am  not  a district  note  collector,  but  I get  pleasure  in  "filling  a 
hole*  --  to  use  a coin  collector's  expression  — and  many  other  PMCM 
members  would  pass  on  their  district  notes,  if  such  a list  was  pub- 
lished. Some  additional  information  on  such  collectors  would  be 
advisable . 

Some  'advanced'  collectors  in  the  district  number  field  found  it  was 
easy  to  get  current  district  numbers  so  they  'stepped  up'  their 
collection  by  now  asking  for  district  notes  beginning  v/ith  "0".  Such 
a collector  could  be  indicated  by  a footnote  (say  A)  Some  have  even 
gone  to  a beginning  of  "00".  A district  10  note  would  be  JOOxxxxlOA 
or  JOOxxxxlOB  or  JOOxxxxlO*.  Such  a collector  (00)  could  be  indicated 
by  a footnote/  ( say  B). 

Most  district  note  collectors  desire  one  of  each  block  and  star  and 
no  footnote  would  be  necessary.  However,  some  collect  only  star  notes. 
This  could  be  shown  by  Footnote  C. 

Some  collectors,  who  have  recently  begun  collecting  enjoy  it,  have 
realized  they  would  not  have  the  funds  to  go  back  to  1963 . One  such 
collector  began  with  I969D  Series  and  does  not  want  earlier  notes. 

That  could  be  shown  alongside  his  name  and  address  without  a footnote. 
Another  collector  wants  district  number  notes  in  each  series,  each 
block  and  star  and  beginning  01,  02,  03  to  00.  Ten  notes  in  each 
block  and  star.  Such  a collector  could  have  a footnote  to  that 
effect.  A few  isolated  collectors  will  accept  any  district  note  - 
even  if  they  already  have  such  a note  - and  make  a fair  exchange. 

These  collectors  should  have  a footnote,  but  normally  it  would  be  ad- 
visable to  write  the  collector  on  the  list,  if  established  and  ask 
him  for  his  want  list  or  if  you  have  only  one  or  three  such  notes  send 
such  information  and  ask  if  he  or  she  wants  the  note.  (Normally  I 
would  write.  Although  I pay  my  own  postage  I normally  trade  plain 
(not  "0"  or  "00"  beginning)  district  notes  in  the  current  series  note 
for  note.  I gain  nothing,  actuality  lose,  but  I enjoy  assisting 
other  collectors  across  the  country  (and  some  in  service  overseas) 


ARE  YOU  A DISTRICT  NUMBER  COLLECTOR  (Contd). 
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Tf  T sent  a Quantity  or  an  earlier  series  note  such  as  1963  or  I963A, 

I would  expect  a bonus.  If  not  received,  I would  send  such  notes, 
in  the  future,  to  another  collector. 

T repeat,  I am  not  a district  note  collector,  but  if  such  a list  were 
prepared,  the  member  who  would  take  the  little  time  to  keep  the  roster 
would  be  the  "King  Pin"  (to  whom  district  notes  would  normally  be 
sent  first. 

I mentioned  "Little  Time".  At  first  the  district  note  list  editor 
could  ask  in  the  Rag  Picker  that  all  such  collectors  write  him  direct 
giving  (1)  the  specific  types  and  series  of  district  notes  collected 
(2)  whether  he  would  send  to  another  such  collector  a list  of  wanted 
and  a list  of  his  extras  (3)  whether  he  would  send  on  request  a list 
of  his  "wanted"  to  any  PMCM  member,  such  as  myself.  The  editor  could 
decide  on  SASE  or  not.  Personally  I won't  go  out  of  my  way  to  assist 
another  collector,  take  my  time  to  choose  one  or  more  notes  out  of 
3000  envelopes  and  100  stamp  and  add  another  100  stamp  to  ask  him  if 
he  wants  the  notes  I offer.  If  I ask  for  information  or  some  kind 
(I  want  help) , 1 enclose  SASE.  If  I assist  a fellow  collector  and 
ask  for  100,  I drop  him. 

If  such  an  editor  for  the  district  collectors  list  is  found,  I will 

be  glad  to  go  through  my  files  and  supply  the  names  and  addresses  of 

such  collectors.  Some  may  not  be  members  and  PMCM  would  soon  have 
them. 

After  the  first  communication  with  such  collectors,  the  editor  would 
have  little  or  no  time  lost  unless  the  collector  stops  collecting  or 
is  deceased. 

Our  editor  of  the  Rag  Picker  does  a fantastic  volunteer  unpaid  job. 

If  you  are  a district  note  collector,  help  him  and  your  hobby  and 

you'll  be  the  one  to  benefit,

CURRENT  CURRENCY  NEWS  FROM  DISTRICT  2.

The  activity  in  this  part  of  the  Mew  York  District  is  pretty  slow  at 
the  present  time  in  regard  to  new  issues  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Notes 
The  69D  BD  came  out  about  Christmas  time  and  most  of  the  earlier 
blocks . were  cleaned  out  during  the  Holiday  season.  Most  of  the  banks 
have  either  the  BC  or  the  BD  with  the  highest  serial  in  the  BD  about 
?8xxxxxx. . There  are  still  a few  of  the  BB  and  a very  small  amount 
of  BA  available.  With  most  of  the  notes  from  this  district  being 
overprinted  by  COPE,  stars  are  almost  a thing  of  the  past.  I have 
only  seen  three  so  far.  One  of  those  was  replacing  the  501  note  and 
had  ink  on  it  from  a bank  stamp  on  the  wrapper.  The  other  two  re- 
placed notes  v/hich  I think  were  removed,  because  of  being  trimmed 
improperly.  This  seems  to  be  a condition  of  quite  a few  notes  in 
this  area  and  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  obtain  well  centered  notes 
J have  been  ab.leto  obtain  most  of  the  COPE  groups  except  the  very 
elusive  groups  above  99xxxx*.x«  the  69B  B3776-4288  and  the  69D  B2624- 
32640000A.  I have  also  had  trouble  getting  the  early  notes  in  a 
block.  I have  only  been  able  to  obtain  one  block  starting  with  00 
in  the  six  years  I have  been  collecting,  so  I have  not  been  much 
help  to  the  starting  00  collectors.  Some  of  the  69c  BC  $5  FRN’s 
were  released  in  this  area  also.  That  is  about  all  there  is  to  re- 
port from  here.  Incidentally  for  all  of  those  trademates  who  have 
tried  to  figure  out  where  Elnora,  N.Y.  is,  it  is  just  North  of  the 
Albany-Schenectady  area. 

As  long  as  I am  writing  this  letter,  I would  like  to  comment  on  some 
of  the  other  letters  I have  read  in  the  last  few  issues  of  the  "Rag 
Picker " . The  tone  of  some  of  these  letters  almost  leaves  me  with 
the  impression  that  the  "Rag  Picker"  is  the  place  to  air  all  of  our 
gripes  and  I think  this  is  bad  for  the  hobby  and  our  wonderful 
publication.  I would  like  to  speak  out  in  defense  of  all  of  the 
members  of  PM.CM,  True  some  of  the  members  do  not  place  free  ads  or 
write  articles  for  the  publication,  but  maybe  they  do  not  have  this 
much  time  to  spend  on  their  hobby.  I personally  hold  down  a regular 
job,  v/hich  takes  up  much  of  my  time.  I have  been  a member  of  the 
FRN  Exchange  for  at  least  four  years  and  I find  that  between  the 
letters  t receive  from  this  source,  and  the  ones  I have  from  some  of 
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mv  regular  trademates,  I have  very  little  time  lor  anything  els  . 

Of  course  I do  admit  to  spending  some  time  with  my  family  and  I am 
also  involved  with  other  areas  of 'numismatics  besides  Federal  Reserve 


Notes . 

I have  had  most  all  of  the  experiences  with  other  collectors  that 
have  been  mentioned  in  the  other  letters.  I expect  the  beginning 
collector  to  trv  to  get  older  notes  for  the  newer  issues  he  has, 
because  that  is*'  probably  all  he  can  trade.  I started  out  the  same 
way  mvself . If  we  don't  feel  we  can  help  him  out  on  a one  for  one 
basis',  tell  him  so.  I don’t  think  this  should  cause  hard  feelings. 

If  we  send  notes  to  another  trader,  because  of  an  ad  or  a want  list 
and  do  not  have  a previous  commitment  on  the  trade,  then  I don  t 
think  we  have  any  complaint  about  the  notes  that  are  returned  on  e 
trade.  Most  traders  will  try  to  return  needed  notes,  but  they  may 
not  have  any  of  your  wants. 

I don’t  think  we  should  get  too  concerned  about  not  receiving  answers 
to  our  letters  right  away.  Sometimes  the  other  fellow  may  not  have 
time  to  answer  right  away,  or  more  likely  he  is  trying  to  get  notes 
that  he  think  you  need  for  the  return  trade  and  this  sometimes  takes 
time.  Don’t  expect  an  answer  to  your  letter  unless  the  other  fellow 
owes  you  notes  or  you  send  an  SASE.  I receive  quite  a few  letters 
with  requests  for  notes  that  I can  not  supply.  If  there  is  no  SASE 
then  there  is  no  answer. 

All  in  all  I think  I have  had  all  of  the  experiences  mentioned  in 
letters  from  other  members,  but  I consider  them  part  of  the  hobby 
and  J have  had  very  good  results  and  have  made  a lot  of  friends  m 
my  trading.  There  are  two  types  of  traders  that  I have  no  use  for, 
and  those  are  the  ones  that  make  a deal  and  then  welch  out  on  it 
and  the  trader  (?)  v/ho  never  returns  notes  or  pays  for  notes  that 
have  been  sent  to  him  even  after  several  letters.  In  my  book  we  can 
do  without  these  individuals. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  add  my  comments  to  those  of  Jimmy 
Morris  and  Ed  Zegers  and  make  a plea  to  all  of  the  members  to  try  to 
become  more  active  in  the  PMCM  by  their  ads,  letters  and  articles 

to  the  "Rag  Ficker".
